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Benefits cheat had 



A DISABLED woman who falsely 
claimed thousands of pounds in 
benefits despite having £12,000 in 
savings has escaped a jail sentence. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard that 
Janet Howe is now homeless and 
spends four days a week sleeping 
rough, as she has been reduced to 
living on just £37 a month state aid. 

She cannot get more help because she has 
£12,000 locked in an investment account which 
she cannot access for another two years. 

Howe, 47, of Haverhill, admitted falsely 
claiming more than £7,000 over four years and 
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was sentenced to four months in prison, 
suspended for 18 months. 

She pleaded guilty at a previous hearing to 
six offences of dishonestly making false repre¬ 
sentation to obtain housing benefit from St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council. 

The offences spanned more than four years 
from June 2000 to October 2004 and involved her 
falsely claiming a total of £7,312. 

Howe, formerly of Garrett Close, Haverhill, 
who has been in receipt of benefits for 20 years 
because of poor health, had initially been 


entitled to housing benefit but in 2000 failed to 
disclose on an application form submitted to 
the council that she had by then amassed £8,000 
in savings. 

By 2004 the sum being held on deposit by 
Howe had reached £28,000 but she did not 
disclose it. 

Jonathan Goodman, prosecuting, said: “She 
dishonestly neglected to tell the truth about her 
finances. It is right to say it is known that she 
has a long history of mental disability” 

Claire Donovan, appearing for Howe, said 
that since becoming homeless Howe had spent 
three nights a week with friends but was forced 
to sleep rough on other nights.

“The teamwork here is 
excellent. Everybody does 
a bit of everything. 
People volunteer for a lot 
of different reasons, 
sometimes to get over a 
bereavement or if they 
are new to the area and 
don’t know anybody. We 
help them and they help 
us.” 

Janet Sawyer, who has 
been a volunteer in the 
shop for four years also 
bakes cakes and sells 
them at AXA Insurance 
in aid of the hospice. She 
said: “I retired and I went 
on a cruise, then when I 
got home I was really 
miserable. I started here 
and I now wonder how I 
ever had time to work.” 


Ken Dennison, 68, is the 
only male volunteer at 
the shop, but does not 
mind being surrounded 
by women. He said: 
“What a lucky fella, who 
wants to be surrounded 
by ugly men. It gets me 
out of the house and is a 
very worthwhile cause.” 

Pat Woodbridge is 
another volunteer and 
her grandson Aaron 
Williams, 13, also helps 
out in his spare time. She 
said: “I just thought it 
was a good thing to do 
and we have quite a laugh 
in here sometimes.” 

Jean Ager, 72, started at 
the shop when Haverhill’s 
Oxfam shop closed and 
enjoys her role. “I wanted 
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another job to get out and 
meet people and this is 
more local.” 

Margaret Palmer had 
worked behind a counter 
in the former PBM shop 
for 22 years before bec¬ 
oming a volunteer. 

She said: “I think the 
appeal is a wonderful 
idea. To travel into Bury 
and back when you need 
to visit someone is a 
nightmare. There are no 
buses and if you have not 
got transport you are 
stuck.”

Howe also had £5,525 in another bank 
account which could be immediately 
accessed to pay compensation. Howe 
appreciated that what she had done was 
wrong, said Miss Donovan. 

Sentencing Howe, Judge John Devaux 
said Howe had been well aware of what 
she was doing when she made the false 
claims. 

In addition to the suspended prison 
sentence, Judge Devaux told Howe that 
she would remain under Probation 
Service supervision for 18 months. She 
has also been ordered to immediately 
pay £5,000 compensation to St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council with 
the balance of £2,312 being due in 2010 
when she gains access to her investment.

THE battle to save 
Clare Middle School 
has been lost after 
councillors voted to go 
ahead with plans to 
close it - along with all 
other middle schools 
in Suffolk. 

Members of Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council’s cabinet agreed 
at their meeting on Tuesday 
to adopt recommendations 
to close Clare Middle School, 
along with Parkway, Chalk- 
stone and Castle Hill middle 
schools in Haverhill, and 
expand Haverhill’s two 
upper schools. 

Parents from Clare had 
launched a last ditch att¬ 
empt to persuade coun¬ 
cillors to change their mind 
and convert Clare Middle 
School into a third upper 
school for the area. But the 
bid failed despite efforts by 
local councillor Jane 
Midwood to persuade cab¬ 
inet members to listen to the 
Clare community. 

However campaigners 
have vowed not to give up 
the fight and are looking 
into the possibility of taking 
legal action. 

Jim Meikle, chairman of 
Clare and Local Area for 
Rural Education, said he 
was not surprised by the 
decision, describing it as “a 
foregone conclusion”. 

He said: “We are not 
disappointed at all, we knew 
before the consultation 
process that this was going 
to happen. 

“They went through a 
paper exercise of consulting 
us, but they did not listen to 
anything we said or answer 
any of the questions we 
raised. 

“It flies in the face of the 
whole education policy of 
the county council and the 
district plan. We are by no 
means giving up the fight, 
we are looking at four 
different options and have 
funding for legal action. 

“This is purely cost driven 
because the county council 
is in trouble, it has nothing 
to do with quality of edu¬ 
cation. They have not got 
the money to do it and out of 
200 applications for Building 
Schools for the Future 
funding last year only seven 
have been completed.” 

Haverhill and Lowestoft 
would be the first schools 
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reorganised, with the new 
format due to be in place by 
2011. The middle schools 
will close in 2010. 

Councillors agreed that 
Haverhill’s Burton End 
Primary School would 
remain where it is and not 
move to the Parkway Middle 
School site. 

Westfield Primary would 
move to either the Chalk- 
stone Middle School or 
Samuel Ward Arts and 
Technology College sites. 

Cllr Patricia O’Brien, 
portfolio holder for children, 
schools and young people’s 
services said: “The driving 
principle behind this has 
always been to improve 
educational opportunities 
for children in Suffolk, 
raising standards across the 
board and giving all child¬ 
ren in the county an equal 
chance of a top-class edu¬ 
cation. 

“Cabinet’s approval of 
these papers, relating to 
school improvement and 
raising standards, is an 
important milestone on the 
road towards an education 
structure and services 
which will help Suffolk’s 
young people reach their 
full potential.” 

She added: “The recomm¬ 
endations relating to the 
organisation of schools in 
the Lowestoft and Haverhill 
areas were developed follow¬ 
ing consultation with a 
number of local stakehold¬ 
ers and were then the 
subject of a public consult¬ 
ation lasting 12 weeks. 

“To have emerged from 
this thorough consultation 
with such a consensus is a 
real success story. 

“Options to establish a 
more flexible and integrated 
special education provision 
will be subject to a similar 
consultation process to 
allow all local people to have 
their say.” 

Public notices relating to 
the changes in school org¬ 
anisation will be published 
in April for all the rec¬ 
ommendations for the 
Haverhill area, followed by a 
six-week period of rep¬ 
resentation. During this 
time, people will be able to 
comment on the proposals to 
the county council.

A WOMAN who failed to 
declare she had £43,000 
stashed away for her chil¬ 
dren has been convicted of 
benefit fraud.

£21,000 which Mrs Macnamara 
and her husband Michael had 
been overpaid in housing and 
Council Tax benefits had been 
repaid.

Haverhill, told the court the 
money was cash which her 
children had earned doing paper 
rounds and other jobs, as well as 
money they had inherited from 
their grandmother. 

Macnamara described her 
husband as a gambler, with a 
temper. She was scared of him 
and had not told him about the 
cash. 

Even though her children 
were now in their 30s, she had 
continued to hold the money in 
her name for them and said she 
did not declare it because it was 
not hers. 

She said: “I never classed that 


money as mine, even though it 
was in my name. The children 
did not want it in their names 
because they would have spent 
it.” 

Nick Wray, defending, said the 
former school dinner lady had 
given up her job to be with her 
retired husband, currently in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital for 
cancer treatment. 

Mr Wray said: “She truly 
believed this to be the children’s 
money and dealt with it as such. 
There was never any plan to 
deceive the local authority to get 
benefits the family were not 
entitled to.” 

Magistrates adjourned her 
case for sentence until March 27 
so pre-sentence reports could be 
prepared. 


Burglar 
told jail is 
an option 

A PROLIFIC burglar who was caught 
by DNA from blood left at the scene of 
a break-in at a primary school has 
been warned that he may face jail. 

Stephen Ellis, 37, admitted three 
offences of burglary and asked for 
another 19 to be taken into consid¬ 
eration when he appeared before 
magistrates at Sudbury on Tuesday. 

Rosalind Clark, prosecuting, told the 
court that a series of burglaries had 
taken place between September last 
year and January this year. DNA from 
blood found after a break-in at 
Lakenheath Primary School in 
December was linked to Ellis, as well 
as a footwear print at the scene. A 
window was smashed to get into the 
building, causing £500 damage, but 
only around £2 in change was stolen. 

When arrested by police, Ellis of 
Heathersett Way, Red Lodge, admitted 
the offence, as well as one at a shop in 
Monks Eleigh where he stole £200 and 
another in High Street, Needham 
Market, where he stole £1,086. 

Ellis, who has previous convictions 
for burglary and robbery, was driven 
around the district by police and point¬ 
ed out a number of other commercial 
premises where he had committed 
burglaries, including one at Clare. 

David Stewart, for Ellis, said his 
client was a professional carer for his 
wife, who had been paralysed from the 
neck down after a traffic accident in 
2001. Ellis had turned to online 
gambling and incurred debts, which 
was why he committed the offences. 

Magistrates adjourned his case until 
April 3 at Bury St Edmunds Magi¬ 
strates Court for an all options pre¬ 
sentence report. 

David Daniels, chairman of the 
bench, warned Ellis that imprison¬ 
ment was an option because of a 
number of aggravating features, 
including the number of offences he 
had committed, the damage he had 
caused to premises, his previous 
record and the failure of previous 
sentences imposed on him. 

Mr Daniels said: “You committed 
these offences intentionally and there 
are no mitigating features. We think 
these matters are so serious we must 
consider passing a custodial sentence.” 


Council plan under fire 


LABOUR members of Suff¬ 
olk County Council have 
criticised plans by the Con¬ 
servative administration to 
spend £612 million on an 
incinerator. 

They say similar schemes 
in Norfolk and Essex had to 
abandoned due to public 
pressure. 

At a recent budget meet¬ 
ing, more than £1 million 
was set aside for this year to 
prepare the case for the 


incinerator - which Labour 
councillors argued should be 
spent instead on social 
services. 

Cllr Sandy Martin, Labour 
group spokesman for the 
environment, said: “I do not 
believe anybody in Suffolk 
would accept an incinerator 
on their doorstep. 

“I am sure that in the end 
this ludicrous plan will have 
to be ditched.”

Police giving 
good service 

Sir, On Thursday, February 21, the 
Conservative councillors of Suffolk County 
Council rejected a modest inflation-related 
Council Tax precept increase of 2.9 per cent, 
proposed by Labour councillors, and voted 
for a 3.75 per cent increase. This means a 
band D Council Tax payer will pay £38.70 
more per year. This is additional funding to a 
£10 million-plus extra payment from 
Government to support county spending. 

The following day, the Chief Constable of 
Suffolk strongly recommended an increase 
on the police precept which for a band D 
property would be just £12.33, or 24p per 
week. Initially, all the Conservative councillors 
on the Police Authority refused to support 
this, but at the final vote only Cllr Mark Bee 
would not support the Chief Constable’s 
recommendation. 

Suffolk Police have served our county with 
exceptional dedication, as is evidenced by 
the outcome of the Ipswich murders trial, 
which concluded just before the Police 
Authority budget meeting. Yet this is against 
a backdrop of Suffolk Constabulary being 
one of the lowest-funded police forces in the 
country, with the ‘thin blue line’ stretched 
further here than in all but two counties. 

I do not like personal attacks in politics, but I 
completely fail to grasp why Cllr Mark Bee 
thinks it is acceptable to take £38.70 from us 
to support a budget that will pay for huge 
expenditure on consultants, a PR campaign 
to make us think an incinerator is a good 
idea, and a “brand manager” for Suffolk 
County Council, but cannot support a 24p 
per week increase to enable Suffolk Police to 
continue the excellent service that they have 
given us.

Council rejects bid 
to reduce tax hike 


THE Conservative admin¬ 
istration at Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council rejected an 
amendment to its budget 
proposed by the Labour 
group calling for a lower 
Council Tax increase. 

Labour’s amendment, which 
also proposed the reinstatement 
of £4.3 million funding due to be 
cut from the county’s social care 
budget, was dismissed by the 
Conservatives. 

The group eventually app¬ 
roved an increase of 3.75 per 
cent - less than last year’s 4.5 per 
cent hike. 

Cllr Jeremy Pembroke, leader 
of Suffolk County Council, said: 
“We’re one of the top 
performing authorities in the 
country with one of the lowest 
Council Tax increases.

The Labour amendment 
sought a Council Tax rise of 2.9 
per cent and a halt to £500,000 of 
spending on consultants and 
additional spending on projects 
such as an incinerator. 

Kevan Lim, deputy leader of 
the county council’s Labour 
group, said: “In voting through 
their budget, the Conservatives 
have refused to stray from the 
path they’ve followed since they 
took control of the council - a 
lack of vision leading to waste, 
inefficiency and cuts to vital 
services. 


“While the Conservatives 
spend millions on consultants 
while cutting services, the 
Labour group’s priorities will 
continue to be a fair deal for 
Council Tax payers while 
supporting the county’s most 
vulnerable.”

AFTER almost two years of 
fundraising, children at the 
tiny village of Stoke by 
Clare will be able to have 
plenty of fun this summer 
on brand new playground. 

An official opening was recently 
held for the playground, attended 
by MP Richard Spring and some of 
the funding groups. 

Kelly Haines, playground comm¬ 
ittee member, said they had finally 
raised enough money through 
fundraising, grants and donations 
to build the playground. 

She said: “This is the first play¬ 
ground we have had in Stoke so 
everybody is very excited. To keep 
the children involved we ran a 
drawing competition for the top 
prizewinner to open the play¬ 
ground.” 

The playground is behind 
Church Park on part of the 
football field. 

The playground committee was 
formed in 2006 after Gordon 
Hatchett of the parish council got 
some parents together. The play¬ 
ground is mostly grant funded, 
although there were donations 
from residents and local business 
and two fundraising events have 
been held so far. 



The playground is being built in 
two phases, the first phase with 
the majority of the equipment has 
been installed at a cost of £51,181.

WITH a number one debut 
album under their belts The 
Hoosiers are obviously 
doing something right.

Latest Merc’s a C-Class apart 


YOU could call the new C- 
Class estate a 50/50 sort of 
car. 

Sales between retail and fleet 
customers will be about 50/50, the 
split between diesel engines and 
petrol will be about 50/50 and if 
you add up the extra amount of 
cargo space and compare it to the 
passenger space it is - you’ve 
guessed it - around 50/50! 

As with all new Mercedes 
products it does not strike you as 
radically different, but if you put 
the profile of the new machine over 
the old, you will see a big increase 
in headroom at the rear, with a 
consequent ability to carry more. 

These days you cannot claim to 
make an all-embracing estate if it 
will not hold a washing machine 
complete with its box and packing. 
Volvo’s big estate does just that so 
the new Merc had to match it 
which, of course, it does. 

In the case of the German 
manufacturer, it is treading a 
difficult tightrope. Of course the 
new car should continue to appeal 
to all those existing and loyal 
customers. But Mercedes is very 
keen that younger people should be

attracted to the marque, and 
apparently the way you do this is to 
make the car look more aggressive. 

So the top-of-the-range Sport 
versions of the new estate take the 
famous three-pointed star off the 
top of the bonnet and plant it in the 
middle of the radiator grill. The 
lines of the car are slightly 
adjusted too, so you can go out, be 
young, become upwardly mobile 
and exercise your aggression. 

Having got its customers 
Mercedes is determined to keep 
them safe. Pre-Safe, which prepares 
car and passengers for an accident 
when hidden sensors detect the 
inevitable, is standard on all new 
models. The Adaptive Brake 
system, along with seven airbags 
and crash-responsive Neck-Pro 
front head restraints, all are inclu¬ 
ded to make certain the owner and 
passengers return to replace their

car with another of the same make. 

There are three individual model 
lines, SE, Elegance and Sport, and a 
choice of eight engines, all of 
which have been reworked to 
provide more power and less fuel 
consumption. 

The engine range consists of four 
petrol engines (one of which has 
two power variants) and two diesel 
(one with two different power 
outputs). There are two 1.8 four- 
cylinder petrol units and there are 
three V6 power units. The diesels 
include two 2.2-litre engines and 


one V6 three-litre. 

Having driven most of the range 
I would think the 2.2-litre diesel 
offering 170bhp (there is an 
alternative at 136bhp) does every¬ 
thing you might need. It is smooth, 
refined, quiet and still knocks up a 
top speed of 139mph with 
consumption at 46.3 to the gallon.

vRS Octavia is practical hot hatch

WOW - that’s the verdict of 
anyone who’s ever enjoyed the 
driving thrills the Octavia vRS 
has to offer, writes Mike 
Scialom. 

The first hot saloons to roll off the 
production line in 2001 brought Skoda 
to the attention of hot hatch fans for 
the first time. It helped that the VW- 
owned marque enjoyed Golf under¬ 
pinnings and the understated petrol- 
head cues did no harm to the core 
market either. 

With the same 1.8-litre 180bhp unit 
used for the Golf GTi, the Seat Leon 
20V and even the Audi TT, the 
prognosis was always going to be good 
for the Czech firm’s first foray into the 
outside lane. 

Boosted by 17-inch alloys, green 
brake callipers, spoiler, stainless steel 
exhaust and some cute badging, the 
Octavia vRS is aiming for Mondeo 
ST220 and Vectra VXR aficionados. 
Inside you get two-tone seats, metallic- 
effect trim and some leather - just to 
remind you that Skoda has some rally 
roots too. 

The reason why you’re likely to be 
able to pick up a bargain vRS is that 
Skoda prices have gradually been 
creeping up - the current vRS will set 
you back £17,725 - and that price 
increase hasn’t quite been matched by 
the improved handling and on-road 


dynamics that you’re guaranteed with 
Ford/Vauxhall options. So then it 
becomes a question of, if you really 
care about having hot hatch thrills on 
any road surface, are you prepared to 
pay the extra for the thoroughbred or 
will you settle for the nearly-there 
version? 

Used prices are more rewarding for 
the original Octavia vRS which was 
produced between 2001 and 2005. In 
2006 the updated version was intro¬ 
duced, and the styling appears to have 
become overly subdued - although the 
power is now provided by a 2.0-litre 
unit offering 197bhp and a convincing 
2061b ft torque. What a pity the engine 


note doesn’t reflect the beast within! 

That the earlier model stands up to 
extended use is proven by the fact that 
several police forces adopted it, and it’s 
a popular taxi option - and you can be 
sure that both of these sectors pick a 
motor that stands up to close scrutiny. 

Get behind the wheel and you’ll 
notice that the cabin layout, although 
efficient, lacks pizzazz. This is 
mirrored by the somewhat rubbery 
handling and the slightly unresponsive 
brakes. But these quibbles should be 
set next to the fact that this is a safe 
and sturdy motor - an odd mix for a 
performance car, but one that makes it 
a great used option.

“I’ve seen almost every 
other car break down, but 
Kia and Hyundai always 
seem to just go,” he adds. 

Of course, it doesn’t 
matter if they don’t, reckons 
Tumbridge, as owners are 
unlikely to foot the bill: 
“Both brands come with long 
guarantees. Now, they are 
getting the hang of attractive 
design too, so it is worth 
giving them a second look 
when going to buy used.” 

That said, Tumbridge 
chooses three worth 
thinking about - “before 
everyone else catches on and 
prices rise”. 

■ Kia Sedona - “This is a 
great, big friendly people 
carrier, that always costs 
less,” says Tumbridge. “Easy 
to live with, too, and it easily 
takes seven. But it is proving 
popular on the used market, 
so be careful what you pay,” 
he warns. 

Most economical model is 
the 2.9CRDi, returning an 
overall 36.2mpg, and best 
used buy is any of the post- 
2001 improved models, 
with at least SX spec. 

UsedCarExpert.com 
lists 12 pre-buy checks, 
and sister operation Used 
Car Expert magazine 
prices a 2.9 CRDi from 
2003, with just under 50k 
miles on the clock, at 
around £7,750. 

■ Hyundai Santa Fe - “The 


new one looks much better, 
but the old shape has good 
qualities too,” says Matt 
Tumbridge. 

“You will find it a well- 
equipped and easy to live 
with 4x4. It is fine around 
town, although engines are a 
little thirsty As ever, the low- 
image badge means lower 
prices,” he adds. 

Most economical model is 
the 2.0TD, with its average 
37.2mpg, and the not-so- 
popular 2.7 V6 is the best 
used buy, as it gets leather 
trim and just about every 
extra. 

UsedCarExpert.com has 10 
fault checks listed, and Used 
Car Expert magazine prices 
a 2003 2.0 TD at around 
£7,600, provided mileage isn’t 
much more than 45,000. 

■ Hyundai Coupe - “This 
model is very pretty, and 
good for cruising if not hard 
driving,” asserts Tumbridge. 
“The interior feels cheap, 
but, overall, this is a great- 
value package - and who 
cares about the badge?” 

Most economical model is 
the 1.6, returning a 34mpg 
average, and best used buy is 
the 2.0 SE, and also the F2 
limited edition models. 

Again, 
UsedCarExpert.com lists 10 
pre-buy checks, and Used 
Car Expert magazine prices 
a 2004 2.0 SE, with 30,000 
miles under its belt, at 
around £8,625.

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the Secretary of State 
for Transport has made an Order on the A11 Trunk Road 
in the County of Cambridgeshire, to allow for the 
resurfacing and replacement road markings to the 
northbound exit slip road at the A11/A1304 Six Mile 
Bottom Junction to be carried out in safety. 

It is expected that the works will take place over 
3 nights starting on or after, Monday 10 March 2008 
from 8pm Monday to Saturday finishing at 6am the 
following mornings. The Order will come into force on 
7 March 2008 and have a maximum duration of 
eighteen months. 

The effect of the Order will be to - 

(a) impose a 50 miles per hour speed limit, 

in conjunction with a lane closure, on the A11 
northbound carriageway from a point 2 kilometres 
south of the exit slip road at the A11/A1304 
Six Mile Bottom Junction to that junction, and 

(b) close the A11 northbound exit slip road at the 

A11/A1304 Six Mile Bottom Junction, diverting vehicles 
to the next junction then via the A14, A142 and 
A1304 back to Six Mile Bottom. 

The temporary mandatory speed limit (which will not 
apply to emergency service vehicles), slip road and 
lane closures (which will not apply to emergency service, 
winter maintenance or works vehicles) and diversion routes, 
will be clearly signposted throughout the duration of 
the works.
